REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OrisCHOOLS 


Members of the Acworth School Board: 


In 1846 a certain test in arithmetic was given to the 
ninth grade pupils of the Springfield, Mass. school system. 
The average age of the pupils was 15 years and six months. 
The average of the grades secured by the pupils was 29.41 
per cent. The same test was given in 1923 to nearly five 
thousand eighth grade children of an average age 13 years 
6 months. The average grade was 49.26 per cent. The 
per cent correct for Acworth children was 75. 

In 1846 at Springfield the test in spelling resulted in 
an average grade of 40.65 per cent. In New Hampshire, 
in 1923, the test was of words of about equal intrinsic dif- 
ficulty and the state average was 67.24 per cent. The per 
cent correct for Acworth was 94. 

In other words, the “good old days” did not, even i a 
city school system, develop as good average arithmetic and 
spelling students. ; 

The school at Acworth Center is entirely too large 
for a one teacher school. The small room, work on which 
was begun four years ago, could profitably be finished off 
and used for the younger pupils. 

The County School was made over in appearance. It 
still lacks suitable desks. The class of parents and chil- 
dren interested in the County School, and their very sin- 
cere. co-operation for the good of the efficiently managed 
school, merit consideration this year in equipping the school 
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with acceptable desks. New blackboards have taken the 
place of the wholly inadequate painted planks. The building 
should be visited and noted as a distinct advance in stand- 
ards. 

The superintendent calls attention to the following 
suggestions: To extend over such a period as the Board 
considers ‘wise. 

1. Adjustable shades for the windows, permitting ceil- 
ing light. 

2. Insistence on attendance at summer school session 
for such teachers as are not provided with certificate privil- 
eges, or as many conceivable, need more training. | 

4. Chemical toilets at Acworth Center. 

5. Ventilating stove attachment at South Acworth. 

During the last fiscal year, 6 schools were maintained ; 
113 different pupils enrolled ; there were 403 cases of tardi- 
ness (entirely too large a number) only seven (7) children 
were neither absent nor tardy during the year. Fifteen 
visits to schools were made by board members. The super- 
intendent made 94 trips to the schools. 145 citizens visited 
the schools.
